Seed Cleaning Plant 
Going 24 Hours A Day 


By J. M. Fontaine 

A few weeks ago, through this 
paper, we advised the farmers of 
our district not to sell their oats 
at the elevators before obtaining 
a germination test. Many have 
followed our recommendations 
and are today cropping some bene- 
fit. 

Your Municipal Seed Cleaning 
Plant at Morinville is now oper- 
ating twenty-four hours a 
The manager reports that 


day. 
1,500 
bushels of grain are being cleaned 
to a Seed Grade Standard daily. 
Every kernel of oats we can clean 
will be used for seed. So far we 
have been able to find a market 
which nets the grower about $1.00 
per bushel after the cleaning, load- 
ing and handling charges have 
been paid. This means a bonus of 
about $389 on a carload of 2,000 
bushels over and above the 1949 
price for commercial 8 C.W. oats 
at your elevator. It should be at- 
tractive enough to any person who 
has oats germinating &5 per cent 
or over, 

Too many farmers are under the 
impreession that their grain con- 
tains too many wild oats to be 
cleaned to a seed grain standard. 
Your seed cleaning plant is equip- 
ped to wild Our
